1981-82 BUDGET--Banjul, 7 Jul (AFP)--According to a report submitted by Mr Saiku 
Sabally, Gambian minister of tinance and commerce, to the Gambian Parliament, 
Gambia has adopted a 1981-82 budget of 100,569,000 dalasis, with an estimated 
expenditure of 92,184,720 dalasis and surplus of 8,384,280 dalasis (one dalasi 
equals a quarter of a pound sterling). According to this report, development 
expenditures will amount to 70,859,000 dalasis, while receipts expected from the 
Gambian development fund total 68,156,000 dalasis. This sum will be derived 
mainly from foreign loans and donations. The minister pointed out that the 

budget estimates of the previous year have been revised upward for recurrent 
expenditures (from 83,963,486 to 96,649,176 dalasis) and downward for receipts 
(85,001,700 instead of the estimated 87,647,780) and development expenditure 
(79,634,105 instead of 86,546,600). In the new budget, new taxes have been levied 
on industrial gas and electrical appliances. Import taxes on beer, petrol, 
textiles, tea, batteries, soap, crude tobacco, cars, paints, varnish and oil have 
been increased. The revenues expected from these taxes is estimated at 18,173,000.

LIMANN'S REFUSAL TO ATTEND L"SYAN SUMMIT RAPPED

(Text) President Hilia Limann may have very good reasons for picking up bones 
with the authorities of the Libyan Arab Jamarihiya. 


For, certainly, it was not without cause that the Ghana Government expelled Libyan 
diplomats from the country. 


The Government might have had ample evidence that the Libyan Government was in 
league with some pseudo-revolutionaries and political upstarts in Ghana, whose 
sole aim is to bring anarchy in the country. 


No sane Ghanaian can, therefore, blame the Government for that action. 


He wever, in the expulsion order, the Government, itself, assured the nation that 
the action was not going to be permanent. 


The Government pointed out, with regret, that it was the Libyan Embassy which had 
called for it since its staff had been indulging in activities that had consistent- 
rly been incompatible with their status as diplomatic agents. 


The Government was, therefore, taking the action “in the interest of maintaining 
the level of FRIENDSHIP (caps ours) between Ghana and Libya." 


The Government went furt.er to express the hope “that the decision will not mar 
the relations between the two countries. Ghana, on her part pledges its continued 
friendship for the Libyan Arab Jamaribiya,” the statement added. 

That was November 17, last year. 


However, only last wunday, President Limann on his return from the Nairobi OAU 
Summit had a different story to tell. 


Ghana, he declared, would not attend the next OAU Conference in Tripoli, whether 
the Libyan Government changed its attitude or not.

According to President Limann, this was because Libya wants to destroy the very 
organization, to which she wants to play host. 


To us, the President is rather taking an unfriendly position which should not come 
from a country which wishes to maintain friendship with Tripoli. 


We have a whole year before the next summit and to assume that nothing could be 
done within that period to patch up differences among member~states of the OAU is 
to reduce the organization itself into a forum for annus) get-togethers of Heads 
of State. 


Secondly, we should not forget so soon how Ghana, itself, fell a victim to an in- 
ternational conspiracy to sabotage the OAU conference held in Accra in 1963. 


We do not applaud the activities of the Libyans. But we think Ghana should not be 
seen to be over-reacting and spear-heading any move aimed at undermining the unity 
of the OAU, just because of her quarrel with Libya. 


After all, if it were for solidarity alone, the Soviet Union or even little Cuba 
will not participate in the deliberations of the United Nations simply because it 
is sited in New York. 


We must also realize that boycotts of meetings or games by the.selves are 
weightlers. 


Otherwise, Soviet troops will still not be in Afghanistan after the Moscow 
Olympics. 


Finally, since the OAU, must be seen to be an organization of the peoples of 
Africa, the people must also have a say in its matters. Not Presidents alone. 


With due respect, we appeal to the President to reconsider his position in the in- 
terest of African unity and peace on the continent.

(Text) The Government yesterday outlined ite 1981-82 budget under which it an- 
nounced measures to cope with the country's economic and development problems in 
the light of world economic crisis. 


Announcing the measures in Parliament, Finance and Economic Planning Minister, 
Professor George Benneh, said the recurrent expenditure would be 8,356.4 million 
and development expenditure, €1,677.5 million with net lending estimated at £339.2 
wiliion. 


He dwelt, extensively, on how the world economic trends were affecting the coun- 
try's efforte, and exp.ained that “it is within euch increasingly hareh economic 
environment, characterized by high inflation, hich interest rates, shrinking for- 
eign aid and decline in prices of raw materiale that the economy of Ghana has to 
adapt iteelf in t : eighties". 


He said the target performance which should have seen the country through a period 
of successful rehabilitacion and redirection had generally not been achieved. 


Instead of reducing the budget deficit it had increased. Professor Benneh said, 
and added that this year's deficit would be over ¢4 billion. 


The additional deficit resulted from the large increase in expenditure and sub- 
stantial lose in anticipated revenue. 


Qne factor was the increase in the minimum wage from @4 to @12 a day which led to 
expansion in recurrent expenditure. 


For example, Prof. Benneh said, the recurrent expenditure of the Bducation Service, 
which was just over @400 million, rose to @1.2 billion. 


Another cause for the deficit was the sharp fall in the orld price of cocoa which 
affected foreign exchange receipts and government revenue. 


The result was that the government did not only lose ite anticipated revenue of 
1.2 billion from cocoa in the 1980-81 financial year but aleo. owing to inade- 


quate foreign exchange, imports were reduced in quantity, leading to loss of 
revenue from import and excise duties.

*ALLEVIATE hardships of the ordinary worker in the present inflationary 
period, and

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HARVEST LEFT UNSOLD DUE TO LACK OF ROADS

[Excerpt] How often have we not been reminded that the country abounds in natural 
resources and food? 


From Kwamoso, our Eastern Region Correspondent, J. B. Danquah, reports that about 
7,009 bags of maize, 800 bags of charcoal and large quantities of cassava are 
locked up in a cluster of cottages in a farming area between Kwamoso on the 
Koforidua-Mamfe road and Abiriw in the Akuapem District Council areas because of 
difficulty in getting them to the roadside for onward transportation to buying- 
centres. 


This sordid state of affairs came to light when a group of newsmen from Koforidua 
toured some of the over 60 cottages in the area. 


Speaking to newsmen, Osafohene Adu Bekoe, a spokesman for the farmers, appealed to 
the Government to complete the construction of the 15-kilometre feeder road from 
Kwamoso to Ataremu, one of the cottages said to be central point of the area. 


He said construction of the feeder road, which was about half way near completion 
came to a stendstill following the overthrow of the Susia Government. 


Osafohene Bekoe noted that over the years, only one woman trader had been coming 
to the area to buy their produce, but owing to the numerous difficulties she was 
encountering she was now buying in small quantities. 


“Our plight has been that we work all the year round and store our harvested maize 
in bags for years without getting a buyer” he said.

SOLDIERS' CONTROL IN COCOA SECTOR SEEN 'DISTURBING'

[Editorial: The Soldier and Cocoa") 


(Text) The decision to give the Armed Forces the full control over cocoa evacua~ 
tion in the country is quite disturbing. 


For, to us, the cocoa industry is a specialized field, which needs men with the 
requisite experience to handle. 


When there were suggestions of involving the Armed Forces in the cocoa exercise, 
it was generally assumed that the operations of the soldiers were to be limited to 
the removal of locked up cocoa, the construction or repairs of broken down bridges 
and the provision of vehicles. 


No one thought that a new division was being created outside the Cocoa Marketing 
Board to carry out duties they had not been trained for. 


There are such technical details as weighing, cross-checking and quality controls, 
which cannot be divorced from the evacuation exercise. 


These technicalities cannot be learnt from books but acquired through experience 
over the years. 


To create situations where one organization cannot be held responsible for any 
blunders committed, to us, is to compound problems already plaguing the industry. 


Commitments 


For example, it is the C.M.B. alone which is in a position to know the country's 
commitments to the overseas markets and which should know, at any given moment, its 
priorities and the movement of its wares. 


We are aware of the huge penalties producer countries have to pay in case of any 
default. And we consider, the new arrangement too much vulne-able and experimental 
to our liking. 
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Again, we wonder which organization isa going to bear the additional costs in the 
operation, since the C.M.B. staff, capable of handling the situation, may be id- 
ling about, but get paid all the sam-, 


The C.M.B., iteelf, according to our information, is not “sitting pretty” at the 
moment to absorb any additional financial burden and it will be unfair to force 
any more bitter pille down its throat. 


We quite appreciate the anxiety on the part of the authorities to streamline af- 
faire in the cocoa industry. 


It is equally with reluctance th°* we sound out note of warning, in the open, 
bearing in mind the sensitive nature of the industry as a whole. 


But we think it is in the supreme interest of the nation that such important is- 
sues are not left in the hands of dame luck but given realistic solutions that can 
stand the test of time. 


The cocoa industry needs improvement, we agree. But not with martial music.

CHURCH FOR EQUITABLE VALCO TERMS--The US Presbyterian Church has called for a re- 
negotiation of the VALCO agreement on terms “equitable” to che people of Ghana. 

At its recent general assembly in Houston, Texas, the church adopted a resolution 
urging VALCO's owners to enter renegotiations with the Ghanaian Government for a 
new agreement that was also more consistent with genuine human development. The 
resolution was based on a report of seminar on the Volta River Project organised in 
Atlanta, Georgia, by the "Presbyterian Answer To Hunger” Committee. Participants 
in the seminar said that after reviewing 16 years of economic development relating 
to the dam project, and its enabling contract, they found that the “high aspirations 
of the original negotiating parties have not been achieved".

PRINCIPAL SUGAR FACTORIES CLOSED--Accra, July 7--Ghana's only two state sugar 
factories, the country's main suppliers, have closed down indefinitely because of 
lack of funds to pay for labour, a factories spokesman said here Monday. He said 
there also was a shortage of spare parts for repairing machinery and vehicles. A 
request by the Directorate Board to Government for 60 million cedis (some 21 mil- 
lion dollars) toward this year's operating costs had received no official Ministry 
response, the spokesman reported. The two factories together had been allocated 
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only one million cedis for import licences last year out of an application for 14 
million, he added. Constraints on the factories had reduced produccion capacity 
to a mere 20 per cent for the past four years. In present conditions, more than 
1,200 workers had been retrenched at one of the factories until a Governement sub- 
sidy was provided to restore operational costs to normal, the spokesman said.

FUEL PRICE INCREASE--New prices for petrol were announced yesterday. Premium will 
now sell at 713 a gallon, Regular, @12 a gallon, and diesel, 29 a gallon, while 
Kerosene price now stands at 76 a gallon. In his budget statement to Parliament 
yesterday, Prof. George Benneh, Minister of Finance and Economic Planning, also 
announced taxes on a number of items. Tax on IMPORT LICENCE cranted has been in- 
creased from 10 per cent to 20 percent. New IMPORT DUTIES on cars exceeding 2500cc 
have been raised from 35 per cent to 200 per cent, while such cars using diesel 
will attract 180 per cent duty. Cars of between 1700cc and 2500cc will attract 
100 per cent import duty, while those using diesel will pay 80 per cent duty. 

Those with between 1300cce and 1700cce will continue to pay the 35 per cent duty 

and those below 1300cc will pay 20 per cent duty, instead of 15 per cent. (Excerpt)

He reiterated that his country is willing to assist Sierra Leone in these areas. 


“Sierra Leone has abundant production of benniseed from which we can extract 
fragrant edible oi11", he said. 
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The envoy also touched on the assistance South Korea has been providing Sierra 
Leone during the last ten years. 


This, he said, includes two mobile medical clinics, one-set X-ray equipment, 15 
power tillers, 20 motorcycles, 30 pony cars, four commuter busses, military clothing 
and medical supplies.

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FRG COMMODITY GRANT SIGNED

{[Text) The Federal Republic of Germany (FRG) has given Tanzania a 68m/- commodity 
grant to cover part of the country's import bill. 


Treasury officials said in Dar es Salaam yesterday that the grant was in addition 
to the annual grant of 57@m/- from the FRG. 


The grant was signed at the Treasury yesterday by the FRG Economic Co-operation 
Minister Rainer Offergeld and Finance Minister Amir Jamal. 


The grant covers part of the industrial raw materials, auxiliary materials and 
semi-manufactured goods. It also covers costs for’ importing industrial equipment, 
agricultural machinery and implements as well as water supply and sewage plants' 
machinery . 


Spare parts and accessories of all kinds will also be included. 


The FRG has given loans to Tanzania but turned them all into grants since 1978, 
releaving the country of the financial burden of repaying 85m/- for the loans 
annually. 


The two countries have a standing bi-ennial agreement under which FRG provides 
grants for development projects.

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NYERERE ANNOUNCES NEW PRICING MECHANISM FOR FOOD CROPS 
President's Addrese

[Text) Mwalimu Nyerere yesterday announced a new pricing mechanism for food crops, 
including maize and sorghum, with a view to encouraging the peasants to contribute 
more fully towards the nation's food self-sufficiency. 


Addressing the nation from the Lake Tanganyika Stadium here, Mwalimu said the new 
pricing mechanism will be based on the suitability of a particular locality for a 
specific cereal. 


In the past the Government often changed the prices offered to the farmers merely 
to recompense them for their effort in food crops or for increased costs of 


production. 


The CCM Chairman said beginning this year the Government would announce prices 
differently, depending on the suitability of an area for a specific crop. 


For example, he said, traditional maize-growing areas would get more for the crop 
than in non-maize growing areas. 


Similarly, traditional sorghum growing areas would get a higher price for the pro- 
duce that in areas where the crop was not that successful. 


Mwalimu said the pan-territorial pricing system had a number of problems. For the 
practice has been that the price of maize was always much higher than that of 


sorghum. 


He said because the producer price for maize has been high, peasants have tended 
to go for maize cultivation even in areas unsuited to the crop. 


In other words, he explained, the Government has indirectly encouraged the peasants 
of 


to turn to maize at the expense of production 
obtaining in a particular area. 
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Mwalimu said the old pricing system did not consider transport factor where maize, 
for example, has to be ferried from Rukwa on the border with Zambia all the way to 
the maize-deficit areas in the Lake Zone bordering on Kenya. 


However, he said non-maize growing areas would have the option to grow maize, but 
the producer prices will be 1/50 a kilo against 1/75 in the traditional maize- 
growing areas. 


The relatively dry areas of Mwanza, Mara and the central parts of the country would 
be encouraged to grow sorghum--serena and lulu--through offering a higher price of 
up to 1.60 a kilo. 


Mwalimu said non-so:ghum growing areas wishing to grow the crop would be allowed to 
do so provided they were prepared to settle for the producer price of 1.50 a kilo. 


Millet, which Mwalimu described as a problem, fetches higher prices outside offi- 
cial prices offered by the National Milling Corporation (NMC). 


Therefore, the Government would set a minimum price for the crop and growers would 
be free to sell the crop either to the NMC or to whoever offered a better price. 


Millet is mostly used in preparing pombe (one of a variety of local brews) and is 
in commercial use in Kilimanjaro Region where it fetches high unofficial prices. 


Mwalimu said practically all producer prices for crops would go up this season 
with each crop carrying the recently announced producer prices. 


Mwalimu also directed the Party leadership to mobilise the people for the revival 
of co-operatives and local governments. 


He said that the Government had already acted on a report presented by a commission 
established to look into the revival of co-operative unions in the country. 


He said preparatory work had already been completed and all that remained was its 
implementation. Success in this process of further democratising the national 
economy would depend on the Party and Washirika leadership taking the initiative to 
explain to the people the co-operatives revival programme.

AFC-TAFICO PACT ‘DELIBERATELY’ MADE TO DETRIMENT OF BCONOMY

{Text} Some 200m/- in foreign exchange is feared lost over the past nine months in 
connection with ill-conceived contracts regarding marine resource exploitation. 


According to investigations carried out by this newspaper over the past week or so, 
the loss has been incurred through obscure dealings centering around an uncon- 
scionable joint-fishing contract signed last July by the Tanzania Fisheries Cor- 
poration (TAFICO) and a Greek firm--Atlantic Fishing Company (AFC). 


AFC is an Athens-based firm managed by Theodor Penessis, an international business- 
man who featured prominently in last year's controversial leasing of two boeing 
aircraft from the Beirut-based operator George Hallak. 


The leased planes, which were intended to boost the performance of Air Tanzania in 
its intercontinental routes, were declared not airworthy after a few trial flights. 


Reliable sources in Dar es Salaam consider the 200m/- loss in the fishing industry 
as a “conservative estimate” which did not take into account a series of question- 
able transanctions under the joint-venture. 


The sources said the AFC-TAFICO agreement, was unconscionable and apparently de- 
liberately drawn in favour of the Greek firm to the detriment of the country's 
economy . 


They said as soon as the agreement was signed on July 21, last year, the country 
was led to believe that the venture was only intended to establish Tanzania's deep 
sea resources. 


TAFICO Chairman and Managing Director R. Mrope told the press last November that 
the Greek firm had been commissioned to undertake "a sic-month research to estab- 
lish fishing areas in the Tanzanian sea coast". 


There was no hint in his press briefing about the TAFICO-AFC agreement. He said, 
however, his corporation would enter into agreements with foreign fishing compan- 
ies “to exploit the Tanzanian sea wealth". 
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Sources within TAFICO and the AFC, have said the Greek firm brought into the country 
two fishing vessels last October--Annar and Panoritie--and immediately embarked on 
large-scale commercial fishing. 


After three weeks of ueep-sea fishing, according to the sources, AFC claimed that 
one of its vessels--Annar--had developed mechanical problems. 


The sources said the vessel which had a fishing capacity of 408 tonnes was allowed 
by TAFICO to leave for Mombasa apparently for “repairs” with 40 tonnes of shrimps 
worth about 3m/- in foreign exchange on board. 


A senior TAFICO official claimed in a letter written on February 11, 1981 to the 
Bank of Tanzania that the vessel “experienced mechanical problems in January and 
due to lack of maintenance facilities, it was sent to Mombasa". 


He added that "all the catch in that vessel was off-loaded into the remaining 
vessel". 


This letter was contradicted by TAFICO Chairman and Managing Director's story 15 
days later in a letter he sent to the Bank of Tanzania. 


The letter said that the vessel "got mechanical breakdown in December while 
fishing". 


“Due to the absence of servicing facilities, the vessel was sent to Mombasa and 
later to Aden at their (AFC's) costs", the letter added without mentioning the 
marine products on board. 


Other sources within TAFICO and AFC have said the joint venture early this year 
declared to the Bank of Tanzania only 110 tonnes of prawns and 40 tonnes of ex- 
portable table fish, as its total catch for three months since last November. 





Out of the export marine products, TAFICO was given 25 per cent and the Greek firm 
remained with 75 per cent in consonance with article 9 of the “unconscionable” 
joint-venture contract. 


Apart from the anomaly, the sources added, TAFICO sold its share of prawns to AFC 
instead of its traditional markets abroad at “an alarmingly low rate" of about 24/- 
a kilo. 


Tanzania suffered a loss of about 1.5m/- in foreign exchange in the process. 


A Ministry of Natural Resources and Tourism spokesman, told the Daily News last 
week that the current world market price for prawns ranged from about 80 to 88/- 
a kilo. 


Malawi, Zambia, Britain, the Seychelles and several Western countries, were 
TAFICO's traditional markets ready to buy prawns and shrimps from Tanzania at 
standard world markets. 
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Two invoices, dated February 27, 1981 of frozens prawns and headless shellon 
prawns consigned by TAFICO, show that the products were sold at 2.9 US dollars 
(about 23/20) a kilo and were shipped to the AFC headquarters at 5 Atki Miaouli 
Street in Athens, by a Greek cargo vessel--mv Alchangelos. 


A cross-section of local crews in the joint fishing venture, argued that apart from 
under-selling the prawns, the venture declared an “exceedingly low catch" to the 
Bank of Tanzania. 


One of the crews (name withheld), told the Daily News that on every fishing night, 
each of the two Greek ships was netting an average of 7 tonnes of deep-sea fish, 
particularly prawns. 


He said for three months, they fished over 1,000 tonnes of marine products which 
could have earned the venture not less than 100 m/- in foreign exchange. 


"I cannot believe that for three months we only managed to catch 110 tonnes of 
prawns", the crew said. 


Other crews expressed fears that their catch between February and June this year, 
might as well be “under-declared” and plunge the country into further foreign ex- 
change losses. 


They estimated the catch over thepast four months at 1,600 tonnes of various ma- 
rine products which could fetch not less than 100m/- in foreign exchange.

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MOST MOZAMBICAN REFUGEES OPT TO STAY

(Text) Most of the Mozambican refugees who have crossed the border to escape ter- 
rorism at the hands of the South African-backed Mozambican Resistance Movement 
(MRM) have made it clear that they want to stay in Zimbabwe. 


Some of them have already found jobs on eastern border farms and tea estates, the 
Provincial Social Services Officer for Manicaland, Mr Anselem Mukwewa, said 
yesterday. 


He said that until recently refugees were crossing the border almost every month 
and that about $1 240 had been spent by the department on feeding and caring for 
them. 


The refugee influx meant that cross-border movements were a daily phenomenon, he 
said. 


Mr Mukwewa said 296 men and women with their families had pitched camp at South 
Down Tea Estates in Chipinga and declared "that they will not go back to 
Mozambique." 


It was difficult to give the exact numbers because the cross-border movement in- 
volved Zimbabweans who had fled to Mozambique but had now come back and were also 
receiving the department's assistance. 


This was more so at Nyamukwarara in the Honde Valley where some 700 Zimbabweans and 
Mozambicans had illegally settled in a protected forestry reserve, he said. 


"Because most of the Zimbabweans who fled were well looked after by Mozambicans 
during the war, some of them decided to come back with those that helped them.

“There was also a lot of inter-marriage so it is difficult to say who is who. The 
border situation is quite grey because a chief can have subjects on either side 
of the border,” said Mr Mukwewa.

(Text] The Springbok tour of New Zealand is definitely on, despite worldwide ap- 
peals to the Prime Minister, Mr Muldoon, to stop it. The Springboks are due to ar- 
rive in Auckland tomorrow. 


Zimbabwe's concern at the racist tour was made known to Mr Muldoon in a June 18 
letter from the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe. With considerable restraint, Mr Mugabe 
warned Mr Muldoon that the tour would do harm, not only to New Zealand, but also 
to the Commonwealth. 


Now, there is an added element of alarm: the Springboks will tour the United 
States after their games in New Zealand. 


There is no stopping the tour now. So those who fervently believe that New Zealand 
should be punished for allowing it to go ahead need have no more qualms about tak- 
ing immediate action. 


The Commonwealth Finance Ministers’ meeting due to be held in New Zealand next 
September, should now definitely be moved to another venue, possibly the Bahamas. 


African members of the Commonwealth should take a decision now that unless New 
Zealand is barred from the Brisbane games next year, they will not be sending their 
teams there. 


On the United States, the African countries who belong to the Olympic movement 
should take a decision now not to attend the Games in Los Angeles in 1984 if New 
Zealand is allowed to attend. 


These decisions need to be taken now rather than later to show both New Zealand 
and the United States that they are not dealing with a bunch of lily-livered 
nations.

At a luncheon for President Kaunda in Salisbury, the Prime Minister stated that 
Zimbabwe had hardly embarked upon economic plans directed at achieving economic in- 
dependence because “our resources are substantially not in our hands". 


"Immoral" 


In some cases. Zimbabwe's basic products were marketed abroad in circumstances com- 
pletely unknown and beyond the control of the nation, he added. 


An economic system which recognised the economic right of the individual to do what 
he pleased with the country's resources to the detriment of the collective interest 
was a vitiation of the policy of socialism and “selfishly immoral". 


“There can never be any just claim that an individusl or a group of individuals 
should own the natural resources of a whole nation to the exclusion of most men- 
bers of that nation.” 


He asked how the Government could accept as valid a philosophy which legitimised 
the exploitation of resources for the benefit of a few, a system that thrived on 
inequality, created classes of rich and poor and refused to get rid of poverty. 


In his policy statement, the Prime Minister said for Zimbabwe's independence to be 
a springboard and instrument for attaining economic goals, it must first be con- 
soOlidated by unity and peace. 


























The Prime Minister congratulated President Kaunda on effectively foiling and expos- 
ing enemy plots aimed at toppling his 17-year-old government. 


"We admire your vigilance and astuteness in counteracting the enemy's evil strategy 
and chicanery." 


Mr Mugabe also reaffirmed Zimbabwe's support for the liberation struggles in Namib~- 
ia and South Africa and the progressive movement in general.

A ZTA spokes- 
man said the target would allow producers to grow 25 percent more than they did 
last year. Allowance had been made for an estimated 200 growers returning to the 
industry and the introduction of a limited number of new growers. The decision was 
taken by the council of ZTA following discussions with the Tobacco Trade Association 
and the Tobacco Marketing Board.
